A mob of armed farmers speedily 
assembled and began the mqn-hunt 
The sheriff, fearing 
violence 
to 
Canafex. swore in a posse 
with 
which to protect him. Canafex was 
located and 
immediately 
riddled 
with bullets. 
The sheriff’s posse 
was impotent against the infuriated 
mob. 
The crowd dispersed after 
killing the negro.

Canafex was sentenced to 
the 
penitentiary far 20 years in Jack­ 
son county in 1914 on a charge of 
first degree rcbbery.

TREND IS PRO-DEMOCRATIC. 
Very seldom in the history of this 
country has a party nominated candi­ 
dates for president and vice president 
who at once were greeted with such 
universal approval as has come to Cox 
and Roosevelt from all over the na­ 
tion. Especially is this true when .t 
is remembered that nedber Mr. Cox 
nor Mr. Roosevelt went to San Fran­ 
cisco with a large and enthusiastic fol­ 
lowing of delegates either pledged to 
or strongly in favor of them. 
Mr. Cox, it is true, was a contender 
for the nomination, but up until the 
last few ballots never led in the strug­ 
gle. 
Mr. Roosevelt had been spoken 
of casually as a candidate for vice 
president but there was no organizes 
effort to secure his nomination.
